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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  January  18,  1966  the  Department  authorized  the  importation  of 
1,000,000  tons  of  raw  sugar  from  foreign  countries  during  the  second 
quarter  of  1966,.»Xhis  brought  the  total  to  1 ,  700  ,  000  tons  during  the  --first 
half  of  1966  as  comparedto  actual  arrivals  of  1,582,000  tons  during  the 
first  half  of  1965. 

Applicants  indicated  that  they  are  planning  to  import  more  than  400,000 
tons  of  sugar  during  April  1966  as  compared  to  274,  000  tons  that  arc-rived 
during  April  1965.  Actual  arrivals  will  of  course  more  nearly  reflect 
refiners  demand  during  April  but  it  is  apparent  that  a  larger  than  normal 
supply  will  be  available  for  early  April  arrival. 

Domestic  raw  sugar  prices  averaged  6.87  cents  per  pound  during  the 
first  three  weeks  of  January  1966.  If  the  6.90  price  in  effect  on  January 
21  prevails  for  the  balance  of  the  month  the  average  for  January  would 
be  6.88  cents.  The  wholesale  quotation  for  refined  cane  sugar  in  the 
Northeast  remains  at  10.35  cents  per  pound.  The  domestic  raw  sugar 
price  during  January  1965  averaged  6.85  cents  and  the  refined  price  in 
the  Northeast  averaged  10.20  cents  although  the  price  was  increased  to 
10.25  cents  on  January  11,  1965. 

The  preliminary  report  of  196 5 deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption  totaled 
10,028,000  tons.  Included  in  that  figure  were  37 ,  000  tons  of  constructive 
deliveries,  31,000  tons  of  beet  sugar  and  6,000  tons  of  mainland  cane 
direct-consumption  sugar.  At  year  end  1964  constructive  deliveries 
totaled  17,000  t  ons  of  which  8,000  tons  were  beet  sugar  and  9>000  tons 
mainland  cane  direct-consumption  sugar.  Since  constructive  deliveries 
of  sugar  are  physically  delivered  during  January  and  February  of  the 
following  year  there  were  10  ,  008 ,  000  tons  of  sugar  physically  delivered 
during  1965. 

With  consumption  during  1965  estimated  at  about  9,950,000  tons  and  with 
physical  deliveries  slightly  over  10,000,000  tons  invisible  stocks  ap- 
parently increased  about  50,000  tons  during  the  year.  During  January- 
November  1965  physical  deliveries  were  less  than  estimated  consumption 
for  that  period  but  physical  deliveries  during  December  of  833,000  tons 
were  responsible  for  the  calendar  year  increase  in  invisible  stocks. 
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Quota  charges  during  1965  were  9,921,000  tons  and  assuming  refining 
and  other  los  ses  of  6 1 ,  000  tons  there  were  9  ,  860  ,  000  tons  of  196  5  quota 
supplies  available.  With  deliveries  of  10,028,000  tons  quota, stocks  ~.  held 
by  refiners  and  importers  were  apparently  reduced  by  168,000  tons,  to 
541,000  tons.  At  the  end  of  1964  such  stocks  totaled  709,000  tons. 

Deliveries  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  January  1966  were  reported  as 
311,000  tons.  Assuming  that  some  of  the  constructive  deliveries  from 
1965  were  also  physically  delivered  it  would  appear  that  total  deliveries 
of  sugar  were  about  in  line  with  consumption  for  that  period.  It  would 
however  be  precipitate  to  project  demand  for  any  extended  period  on  the 
basis  of  deliveries  to  date  . 

Wholesale  refined  quotations  were  unchanged  during  the  period  January 
1-21  but  the  0.25?cent  allowance  on  industrial  sugars  that  had  been  in 
effect  in  the  lower  Pacific  Coast  territory  was  withdrawn  as  of  January 
1,    1966.  As  of  January  21  the  following  were  the  quotations  by  terri- 
tories:

Sugar  production  from  the  1965  crop  in  Louisiana  is  completed  and 
totaled  about  551,000  tons.  Florida  sugar  production  is  now  estimated 
at  557,000  tons  or  a  total  of  1 ,  108 , 000  tons  for  the  Mainland  Cane  Area. 
Less  than  half  of  the  Florida  production  had  been  completed  by  January 
15  so  there  is  still  a  considerable  qualification  to  the  estimate  for  that 
State . 
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With  Louisiana  production  3,000  tons  less  than  196  5  marketings  their 
effective  inventory  at  the  beginning  of  1966  will  be  157,000  tons  as  com- 
pared to  160,  000  tons  last  year.  The  Florida  effective  inventory  would 
be  about  10,000  tons  higher  than  the  504,000  tons  of  last  year  if  produc- 
tion reaches  the  level  of  the  estimate. 

Calendar  year  1965  sugar  production  in  the  domestic  beet  sugar  .area 
totaled  3,044,000  tons  of  which  1,048,000  tons  were  1964  crop  sugar 
and  1,996,000  tons  1965  crop.  With  deliveries  at  3,025,000  tons  the  year 
end  stocks  were  1,715,000  tons  or  19,000  tons  above  those  at  the  end  of 
1964. 

With  196  5  crop  year  production  currently  estimated  at  2,861,000  tons 
there  would  be  865,000  tons  of  1965  crop  year  sugar  produced  during 
1966  and  the  effective  inventory  would  total  2,580,000  tons  or  85  per- 
cent of  their  3,025,000  ton  quota.  In  the  past,  beet  sugar  processors 
have  marketed  about  7 5  percent  of  their  calendar  year  marketings  during 
January-September  but  now  have  sufficient  inventory  of  old  crop  sugar 
to  increase  their  marketings  during  this  period. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1966  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 
Imports  of  raw  sugar  during  second  quarter  1966  authorized 

TheU.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  January  18,  1966  authorized  the 
importation  of  1,000,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  during  the 
second  quarter  of  1966. 

The  allocation  to  countries  was  made  pursuant  to  criteria  established  in 
Sugar  Regulation  81 1  as  published  in  the  Federal  RegisterDec.il,  1965. 

Applications  were  approved  by  giving  first  priority  to  bringing  importa- 
tions from  each  country  in  the  first  6  months  of  this  year  up  to  the  av- 
erage for  the  years  1963,  1964  and  1965;  and  second  priority  to  bring- 
ing first-half  importations  from  countries  up  to  50  percent  of  their  an- 
nual quota  with  first  consideration  to  countries  with  the  smallest 
quotas  . 

Importers  or  other  applicants  for  quota  set-asides  are  being  notified  of 
the  disposition  of  their  requests.  Applicants  indicated  that  they  are  plan- 
ning to  import  during  April  more  than  40  percent  of  the  total  authorized. 

Quantities  requested  and  approved  for  importation  during  the  second 
quarter  from  each  country  are  shown  in  the  accompanying  table.  The 
annual  quota  for  each  country  and  the  portion  remaining  for  importation 
after  July  1  also  are  shown.
